Safe  A fter  Hazardous  Journey, 
Model  of  Ottawa  Reaches  City 

A miniature  Ottawa  traveled  2,000  miles  across  the  con- 
tinent, got  trapped  by  snowslldes  In  the  Fraser  Canyon, 
finished  its  trip  by  boat  across  the  Gulf  of  Georgia,  and 
arrived  In  Victoria  In  almost  perfect  shape. 

Scale  models  of  Ottawa— complete  with  buildings, 
streets,  bridges,  trees  and  even  cars— yesterday  were  being 
set  up  In  the  T.  Eaton  Co.  annex. 

They  form  part  of  a 5, boO-square-foot  exhibit  showing 
Canada  s “Capital  of  the  Future.”  The  exhibit  will  be 
officially  opened  Monday  afternoon,  and  will  be  opened  to 
the  public  Tuesday  morning. 

Despite  their  rigorous  cross-country  trip,  models  un- 
packed yesterday  showed  no  worse  damage  than  the  up- 
rooting of  a few  miniature  trees. 

One  18-foot-square  model  built  on  a scale  of  100  feet  to 
the  inch,  was  shipped  in  nine  sections.

City9*  Open  Spaces  Should  He  Preserved 

IN  years  to  come,  if  not  now,  Victoria  is  of  congestion  i 
likely  to  regret  the  shortsightedness  of  and  its  widest 


its  present  City  Council  in  agreeing  to 
give  away  part  of  the  wedge  of  green  that 
divides  Pandora  Avenue.  Such  breathing 
spaces  are  a priceless  possession.  While 
other  cities  are  desperately  trying  to  push 
back  building  lines  to  let  more  light  into 
their  streets  Victoria,  with  pitifully  few 
open  spaces  as  it  is.  turns  its  back  on  the 
counsels  of  town  planners  everywhere. 

No  matter  how  architecturally  attrac- 
tive It  may  be,  the  building  proposed  to  be 
erected  on  Harris  Green  would  destroy  a 
graceful  downward  sweep  of  greensward 
that  Is  pleasing  to  the  eye  and  immeasur- 
ably enhances  a part  of  the  city  that  one 
day  may  be  at  its  centre.  Pandora  Avenue, 
moreover,  is  not  a wide  thoroughfare  at 
that  point;  it  only  looks  wide  because  of  the 
expanse  of  lawn  between  It  and  Rudlin. 
That  appearance  would  be  replaced  by  one 


of  congestion  if  two-fifths  of  the  green — 
and  its  widest  part  at  that — were  sur- 
-ndered  to  building  use. 

The  need  for  new  offices  to  house  the 
Chiir.r  n’s  Aid  Society  and  allied  services 
has  been  apparent  for  some  time;  and  Vic- 
toria is  fortunate  that  through  the  gener- 
osity of  the  Spencer  Foundation  S 100.000 
has  been  made  available  for  that  purpose. 
For  all  the  worthy  use  to  which  It  is  to  be 
put,  however,  the  building  is  to  be  strictly 
an  administrative  headquarters,  and  surely 
one  of  the  city’s  most  valuable  park  proper- 
ties need  not  be  encroached  upon  for  that. 

There  Is  a lack  of  civic  vision  here  that 
betrays  disregard  of  present  and  future 
needs.  If  It  does  not  want  to  be  remem- 
bered as  the  council  that  gave  away  part  of 
the  city’s  birthright,  the  aldermanic  board 
will  reconsider  its  approval  of  the  transfer. 
The  loss  to  the  city  would  be  irretrievable 
once  the  building  were  erected.

t EXPECT  it  would  be  because  as  a 
X youngster  I once  recited  a whole 
chapter  of  the  Old  Testament— al- 
though with  no  particular  credit  to  me 
since  i attended  8unday  school  by 
household  command— that  an  Item  In 
The  Winnipeg  Free  Press  about  Bible 
questions  aroused  my  attention. 

I couldn’t  recite  a Biblical  chapter 
now,  I should  make  haste  to  say,  al- 
though an  interest  in  Old  Testament 
history  as  much  secular  as  spiritual 
has  kept  alive  traces  of  those  early 
Sunday  school  days.  And  I do  think 
that  children  denied  the  opportunity 
of  close  contact  with  Biblical  litera- 
ture are  bereft  of  much  that  would 
enrich  their  minds  when  they  grow 
up. 

How  many  people  become  adulLs 
nowadays  without  Biblical  tuition  I 
have  no  means  of  knowing,  but  The 
Free  Press  item  certainly  makes  one 
wonder. 

It  had  to  do  with  20  questions  about 
the  Bible  put  to  arts  students  at  sev- 
eral well-known  American  colleges. 
Now  questions  put  to  random  groups, 
or  quizzes  of  any  kind,  are  suspect  in 
that  they  may  catch  Individuals  una- 
wares or  be  unrepresentaUve  of  people 
at  large.  Nevertheless,  they  are  a 
pointer  and  In  this  case  a fairly  sig- 
nificant one. 

8o  many  Biblical  names  end  al- 
lusions are  such  common  property, 
even  among  non-Bible  students,  It  is 
astounding  that  any  college  man  could 
fall  to  name  a person  who  lived  in  the 
Garden  of  Eden.  Yet  three  of  those 
asked  managed  to  do  Just  that. 

* * * 

Nearly  half  of  the  137  students 
queried  flunked  In  many  of  the  ques- 
tions. Yet  the  list  could  scarcely  have 
been  easier. 

More  than  one  In  five  could  not 
name  the  birthplace  of  Jesus;  even 
If  they  had  never  heard  of  the  Bible 
this  makes  you  wonder  where  their 
ears  were  during  the  Christmas  carol 
season. 

The  questionnaire  was  framed  be- 
fore public  showing  of  the  Cecil  B. 
de  Mills  “8amson  and  Delilah”  film, 
which  although  taking  liberties  with 
Biblical  facts  might  have  enabled  ail 
137  of  the  students  to  get  the  right 
answer  to:  "Whose  strength  was  In  his 
unshorn  hair?"  Two  out  of  every  five 
guessed  David,  Goliath,  Paul,  Pericles 
—anyone  but  the  Oaza  titan  himself. 
The  same  proportion,  including 
•oc.e  Baptists,  did  not  know  who  bap- 
tised Jesus  A third  of  the  students 
Tilled  to  name  one  of  the  Gospels. 
Almost  half  of  them  could  not  Identify 
the  mother  of  Jesus  as  Joseph's  wife: 
a strong  minority  thought  she  was 
Mary  Magdalene. 

On*  out  of  every  ten  seemed  un- 
aware that  Jesus'  life  ended  on  the 
Croee!

"What  must  we  think.”  says  The 
Winnipeg  Free  Press  item,  "of  a 
group  of  college  men  to  most  of  whom 
the  parable  of  the  prodigal  eon  Is 
unknown?  What  most  one  think  of 
their  acnool  and  university  teachers?” 
What  indeed  I The  .results  of  this 
particular  questionnaire  seem  incredi- 
ble. Even  an  Inmate  of  a heathen

— As  the  British  election 
campaign  moves  on  at  a more 
rapid  pace,  Labor  speakers  are  giving 
leas  and  less  attention  to  their  prom- 
ises to  go  further  with  the  national- 
ization of  industries.  This  m^y  be 
merely  a strategic  move  and,  In  their 
minds,  they  may  atlll  be  Intent  upon 
socialism  for  soclalism’i  sake.  But 
their  behavior  clearly  ahows  that  they 
think  British  people  are  less  con- 
cerned with  socialism  as  a theoretical 
objective  and  are  more  concerned 
with  Jobs,  bread  and  places  to  live. 

Consequently,  the  Issue  of  full  em- 
ployment la  being  driven  to  the  fore 
by  labor,  with  the  proud  boast  that 
they  have  achieved  it  and  that,  If  the 
Conservatives  win.  It  will  not  be  main- 
tained. Conservatives  are  compelled  to 
promise  full  employment,  too.  But 
they  push  on  beyond  the  employment 
problem  to  accuse  the  Labor  Govern- 
ment of  failure  on  an  equally  vital 
point— full  housing.  They  have  great 
force  with  this  point  because  Britain 
la  certainly  short  of  houses,  and  the 
present  rate  of  building  is  nothing  to 
boast  about. 

★ * ★ 

To  an  outside  observer,  the  Labor 
claim  that  the  Government  is  respon- 
sible for  Britain's  full  employment  Is 
pretty  thin.  It  Is  about  as  valid  as  a 
claim  In  the  United  States  that  Presi- 
dent Truman  has  made  60.000.000  Jobs. 

In  the  first  place  the  observer  Is 
struck  by  the  fact  that  there  Is  plenty 
of  featherbedding  In  employment.  In 
many  Instances,  especially  in  service 
lines,  It  Is  evident  there  are  more 
people  theoretically  employed  than  Is 
Justified  by  the  services  produced.  In 
restaurants  and  hotels,  help  Is  falling 
all  over  Itself.  Things  are  moving  In 
building  operations,  but  with  an  ex- 


cess of  workers  and  a deficiency  in 
speed.  Despite  Labor  claims  of  more 
abundant  production,  there  is  still  a 
deficiency  In  production  and  a great 
lag  In  efficiency. 

As  some  observers  here  point  out,  It 
would  have  required  remarkable  in- 
competence to  have  prevented  full  em-  1 
ployment  over  the  past  five  years.  The 
widespread  destruction  and  the  de- 
nials of  war  created  a tremendous  de- 
ferred demand  for  durable  goods.  In 
export  trades,  Inflation  greatly  stimu- 
lated markets  in  other  sterling  coun- 
tries. 

Labor  speakers  call  attention  to  un- 
employment In  Germany.  . To  this 
Churchill  replies  that,  considering  the 
great  numbers  of  refugees  from  the 
Soviet  zone,  there  is  good  reason  for 
this  unemployment..  It  is  argued  that 
the  Labor  Government  has  pursued 
policies  precisely  opposite  to  those 
which  a government  usually  pursues 
to  Increase  employment.  It  has— by 
many  methods,  such  as  licensing  and 
heavy  taxes — cut  new  Investment  to 
the  bone.  Nationalizing  has  not  only 
halted  home  Investment,  which  makes 
Jobs  and  raises  the  production  level, 
but  has  frightened  away  Investment 
by  foreigners,  notably  Americans. 

Confronted  by  t£e  danger  of  infla- 
tion in  building  materials  and  food 
prices,  the  Government  has  deliber- 
ately decided  to  restrict  building  and 
other  investment  fields  In  order  to 
keep  a small  amount  of  goods  and  food 
At  lower  prices.  This  timidity  Is  char- 
acteristic of  s group  which  has  confi- 
dence neither  in  private  Initiative  nor 
in  the  natural  economic  laws  of  supply 
and  demand.  In  short,  Labor  seems  to 
have  courage  where  caution  would  be 
wiser  and  caution  where  courage 
might  be  the  means  of  real— not  fic- 
titious—prosperity. 


Exploded  Traditions

THE  rule  that  "If  a man  blU?a  a dog 
that  Is  news”  has  bcen^a  guide 
to  reporters,  though  not  altogether  a 
reliable  one.  for  many  years.  Asked 
last  month  who  said  It  flrst.  ten  out 
of  ten  newspapermen  would  hkve  said 
"don’t  know”  or  replied  that  It  was 
Charles  A.  Dana,  celebrated  editor  of 
The  New  York  Bun  In  Its  palmy  day* 
sixty  years  ago.  Today  perhaps  one 
out  of  ten  would  give  the  correct 
answer.  When  The  Surrpassed  out  of 
Ufk  the  other  day.  obituaries  of  the 
paper  revealed  that  the  true  author 
was  Dana's  city  editor. 

These  corrections  of  verbal  tradition 
must  run  In  cycles  like  sun  spots  and 
crime  waves  for  It  la  a curious  fact 
that  three  other  cases  have  cropped 
up  In  recent  days.  Someone  questions 
whether  Voltaire  ever  said  that  he 
would  fight  to  the  death  to  defend  the 
free  speech  rights  of  a man  he  dis- 
agreed with.  A correspondent  writes 
to  tell  us  that  It  was  not  Mark  Twain, 
but  a relatively  obscure  contemporary. 


who  said  that  everyone  talks  about  the 
weather  but  nobody  ever  does  any- 
thing about  It.  And  tn  a colleague’s 
column  on  this  page  the  origin  of 
"religion  is  the  opium  of  the  people" 
was  quesUoned  last  week.  Everyone 
knows,  or  thinks  he  knows,  that  Karl 
Marx  distilled  that  saying  from  his 
bitter  brew  of  maladjustment;  but 
now  It  Is  suggested  that  the  real 
author,  of  all  unlikely  people,  was 
Charles  Kingsley. 

It  Is  a comforting  thought  that 
these  amendments,  though  they  may 
be  proved  to  the  last  comma,  never 
catch  up  with  the  original  versions. 
Conversationalists  may  continue  to 
credit  Dana,  Voltaire.  Mark  Twain  and 
Marx  without  fear  of  contradiction. 
Just  as  they  inky  continue  to  speak 
of  Paul  Bevere’a  ride  when  it  Is  said, 
on  good  authority,  that  Paul  was 
asleep  In  bed  at  the  time  and  It  was 
another  rider,  by  the  name  of  Smith 
or  Brown  or  something,  who  gave 
warning  of  the  redcoats. 


In  the  United  States  a musician 
died  while  playing  Tscholkovaky’s 
PatheUque.  Yet  Spike  Jones  records 
a Chinese  version  of  "Mule  Train”  and 
feels  no  pain.

A HARD  WARE  store  Is  one  of  the 
few  emporiums  where  you  seldom 
If  ever  get  anything  off  because  the 
merchandise  la  shopworn. 

Nearly  every  other  type  of  retail 
business  has  to  get  rid  of  goods  that 
have  been  a little  loo  long  on  the 
shelves.  Sometimes  they  hold  a clean- 
up or  Inventory  sale,  and  let  the  stuff 
go  for  a bargain.  It  is  a normal  occur- 
rence for  a fancy  goods  or  a clothing 
or  ladles’  wear  merchant  to  knock 
something  off  the  price  of  an  article 
that  has  been  hanging  around  a little 
too  long. 

But  in  a hardware  stare,  nothing 
hangs  around  too  long  Nothing  much 
deteriorates.  The  older  an  axe  is,  the 
more  it  Is  appreciated  by  axe  con- 
noisseurs. You  will  see  a backwoods- 
man exploring  around  a hardware 
store,  poking  in  behind  crates,  stoop- 
ing and  peering  into  these  dim  re- 
cesses that  abound  in  authentic  hard- 
ware stores,  in  the  hope  of  coming 
upon  a forgotten  prewar  axe— pre- 
Flrst  War.  that  is. 

Bolts,  nuts,  chains,  pick- axes,  shov- 
els may  acquire  a rich  fur  coal  of 
dust;  but  the  price,  when  you  scrape 
off  the  grime  and  And  It.  is  the  price 
you  pay  today,  even  if  It  woe  pencilled 
on  there  five  years  ago.  It  la  probably 
against  the  ethics  of  the  hardware 
business  to  mark  things  up,  as  tht 
years  go  by.  A good  prewar  German 
carving  knife,  for  instance,  could  be 
bought  for  under  $4  It  should  be 
worth  $8  or  more  today,  compared 
to  the  glm-crack  cutlery  generally 
available  now.  Would  a hardware 
man  be  Justlfled  in  rubbing  out  the 
old  price  and  Inscribing  a larger  one, 
if  he  should  come  upon  a box  of  the#* 
treasures  in  the  dim  bowels  of  hie 
■tore?  Probably  not.  But  one  thing 
Is  certain:  he  wouldn’t  reduce  the 
price  because  the  goods  had  lain  so 
long  unsold.  Hardware  slopes  have  a 
lovely  fascination  about  them,  not  the 
least  of  It  being  that  the  words  “shop 
worn”  are  not  to  be  associated  with 
them.

OTTAWA,  Feb  15  CP).— The  Ca- 
nadian Pres*  and  the  American 
Newspaper  Guild  (C.I.O.)  today 
argued  an  application  of  the  guild 
for  collective  bargaining  right*  in 
the  new*  gathering  agency.  The 
Labor  Relation*  Board  reaerved  de- 
rision after  a 3'. 4 -hour  hearing. 

The  C.P.,  Canadas  co-operative 
news  agency,  contended  the  board 
did  not  have  power  to  certify  the 
union  a*  bargaining  agent  for  edi- 
torial employees.  It  asked  dismissal 
of  the  application  on  the  ground  of 
lack  of  Jurisdiction,  a point  which 
the  guild  contested. 

ASK  GOVERNMENT  VOTE 

Alternatively,  C.P.  asked  for  a 
Oovenunent-supervlsed  vote  oF  em- 
ployees on  the  question  of  guild 
representation,  contending  the  status 
of  the  union'*  membership  In  C.P. 
did  not  warrant  immediate  certifica- 
tion even  if  the  board  had  Jurisdic- 
tion. The  news  agency  claimed  that, 
under  the  guild  constitution.  It 


actually  had  no  valid  members 
among  CP  employee*. 

The  guild  claimed  85  per  cent  of 
the  editorial  employees  as  membra. 
It  argued  that  they  are  In  good 
standing  and  that  the  proceedings 
were  placed  before  the  board  in  line 
with  regular  practice. 

To  a Canadian  Press  suggestion 
that  the  guild's  CP.  unit  has  no 
legal  status  In  Canada,  union  spokes- 
men replied  tl»t  the  case  wa* 
launched  by  the  guild  International, 
a*  vu  customary  In  similar  cases 

A further  point  of  argument  put 
forward  by  C.P.  against  guild  certi- 
fication was  that  Its  news  writers 
and  handlers  must  be  completely  im- 
partial In  reporting  the  news.  They 
should  not  be  members  of  a foreign 
union— guild  headquarters  are  In  the 
United  States— or  of  any  group  with 
political  affiliation*.

like  other  would-be  conquerors, 
would  soon  be  up  to  her  neck  In 
Insoluble  Chinese  troubles  and  that 
there  would  be  a revulsion  against 
her.

Backs  Steelmen

VANCOUVER,  Feb.  15  <CP)^-The 
Vancouver  Labor  Council  last  night 
endorsed  action  of  the  United  Steel- 
workers of  America  (CLC.L.)  In  their 
fight  to  take  over  5,000  mine  and 
smelter  worker*  at  Trail,  B.C. 

A stormy  council  meeting  voted 
approval  after  a 45-mlnute  debate 
which  saw  Communist  and  anti- 
Comqiunlst  factions  tangle  heatedly. 

The  debate  stemmed  from  the 
withdrawal  last  week  of  88  members 
•f  the  union  of  mine  mill  and 
smelter  workers.  They  Joined  the 
steelworker  group. 

The  amelter  union  was  expelled 
from  the  Canadian  Congress  of 
Labor  last  October  on  the  ground* 
that  It  was  Communist-led. 

Representatives  or  the  steel- 
workers' union  argued  they  had  been 
given  the  right  to  “move  In"  on 
Trail  and  regain  the  membership 
for  the  C.C.L. 

UNION  EXPELLED 

At  Washington,  meanwhile,  the 
CIO.  executive  board  expelled  the 
Mine.  Mill  and  8melt*r  Workers' 
Union  from  the  CIO.  on  charges 
of  Communist  leanings. 

The  board,  by  a vote  of  34  to  6, 
upheld  the  finding*  and  recom- 
mendations of  a three- plan  com- 
mittee which  declared  that  the 
union's  policies  were  dictated  by 
Communist  Party  leaders. 

CIO.  Prc*ldent  Philip  Murray 
told  a pres*  conference  that  the 
union,  which  claim*  100.000  mem- 
bers, actually  has  only  about  44,000.

NEW  YORK.  Feb.  IS  OP).  — A new 
process  makn  hlgh-gusllty  steel  In 
12  minutes  without  using  fuel,  two 
scientists  reported  today. 

The  steel  1*  equal  In  quality  to 
open-hearth  steel,  they  said,  but  It 
takes  eight  to  12  hours  to  make  a 
batch  of  open-hearth  steel,  cooking 
It  In  a firs  of  fuel  oil  or  some  form 
of  gas. 

The  new  method  Is  called  the 
turbo-hearth,  shaped  like  a giant 
steel  coffee- maker.  Molten  pig  iron 
from  the  blast  furnace  la  poured 
In.  Blasts  of  air  are  shot  In  from 
the  side,  to  blow  over  the  molten 
Iron. 

IMPURITIES  BURN 

The  pig  Iron  cooks  Itself  to  become 
steel.  Carbon  and  other  impurities 
in  the  pig  Iron  aupply  the  heat  ai 
they  burn  or  oxidize  In  the  air 
stream. 

The  turbo-hearth  was  described  to 
the  American  Institute  of  Mining 
and  Metallurgical  Engineer*  by  C. 
E.  Sims,  assistant  director  of  Balelle 
Memorial  Institute,  Columbus,  Ohio, 
and  P.  L.  Toy  of  Oamegle-IUlnoU 
Steal  Corporation,  largest  subsidiary 
of  United  Stales  Steel  Corporation. 

A 30-ton  turbo-hearth  could  make 
at  least  00  tons  of  steel  an  hour, 
or  480  tons  an  eight-hour  day,  they 
said.  This  would  be  double  or  triple 
the  production  In  s working  day 
from  a 180  or  228-ton  open-hearth. 

The  turbo-hearth  Is  easier  to 
build.  Steel  production  eould  be 
fitted  flexibly  to  demands.  More 
hearths  could  be  used  when  demand 
was  high,  fewer  when  demand  fell 
off. 

Such  advantages,  plus  savings  In 
fuel,  might  reduce  costa  of  some 
steels.

A bitter,  five-year  feud  between 
an  outspoken  foe  of  the  closed  shop 
principle  and  tlie  Vancouver  union 
that  has  repeatedly  eapelled  him 
came  before  Appeal  Court  here  yes- 
terday. 

The  Vancouver  Marine  Worker* 
and  Bcrtlerworkers'  Union  la  ap- 
pealing a Supreme  Court  decision 
ordering  It  to  reinstate  Myron 
Kuzych  into  thetr  union  and  pay 
him  *5.000  for  wrongful  expulsion. 

In  a aecond  appeal,  ached  uled  to 
be  heard  when  the  main  appeal  la

Several  empty 
seats  away  sat  stocky  Kuzych  who 
j heard  Mr.  Parris  tell  the  court  that 
he  (Kuzych)  has  not  worked  since 
he*  was  voted  out  of  the  union  In 
1945  and  has  refused  to  work  at 
j non-union  Jobs  although  he  has 
' stated  he  la  opposed  In  principle 
to  all  trade  unions. 

Mr.  Farris  opened  the  appeal  by 
declaring  that  the  action  began  In 
j February.  1945.  when  Kuzych  was 
I tried  and  found  guilty  by  a union 
committee  of  launching  a vigorous 
campaign  against  the  union  and 
closed  shop  principles  contrary  to 
union  by-laws. 

* L*TER  EXPELLED 
Kuzych  was  subsequently  expelled 
from  the  union  by  a vote  of  mem- 
bership. Before  that  he  had  been 
expelled  for  the  same  thing  In  1943, 
but  re-instated,  Mr.  Farris  said. 

The  1945  expulsion  resulted  In  a 
lengthy  round  of  court  battles  that 


ended  last  December  when  Mr. 
Justice  Whittaker  declared  the 
union  committee  (Dial  tried  him  was 
not  properly  constituted  and 
ordered  the  union  to  pay  him  $5,000 
and  reinstate  him.

discuss  Internal  affairs  of  the 
union,  "conduct  unbecoming  a union 
member,"  and  refusing  to  repudiate 
alleged  slanderous  remarks  made  on 
his  behalf  over  a Vancouver  radio 
station. 

Mr.  Funis  said  all  of  the  charges 
dealt  with  express  violations  of  by- 
laws Mr  Kuzych  had  accepted  when 
he  Joined  the  union.  His  expulsion, 
under  the  closed  shop  agreement, 
cost  him  his  Job  at  the  North 
Vancouver  shipyard  that  employed 
him  as  a welder. 

“Since  then  Kuzych  has  not 
worked Mr  Farris  said,  "although 
other  work  has  been  available  to 
him.  He  teems  to  Intend  to  live  off 
what  he  can  get  from  the  Boiler- 
makers' Union." 
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Mr.  Justice  Whittaker's  daemon 
that  the  union  trial  committee  w.te 
Invalid  was  disputed  by  Mr.  FarrlR 
who  pointed  out  that  every  rule  of 
union  by-law  had  been  carried  out 
In  their  election.  Even  If  It  had  not 
been,  he  argued.  It  was  not  properly 
a matter  for  Judicial  interference. 

The  union  also  appeale  on  the 
ground  that  Mr.  Justice  Whittaker 
was  wrong  in  ruling  that  Kuzych 
did  not  have  to  fulfill  the  union  by- 
law obligation  of  exhausting  his 
powers  of  appeal  within  the  union 
he  Tore  going  to  court,  and  was 
equally  wrong  in  ruling  that 
Kuzych’s  expulsion  was  "contrary  to 
natural  Justice." 

The  appeal  continues  today.
